Given Warm Reception.

And yet they are flaunting this imaginary 
danger in the faces of the white people 
today for the very purpose of dividing 
thém @aainst themselves, when there is 
feally less danger now of such a condi- 
tion than ever before in the history of 
our State. I agree with what Mr. Wat- 
gon said in 1893. that the man who 
would seek to arouse the passions of the

NATOR CLAY 
MAKES SPEECH 
ON RATE BILL 


Georgian Given Marked Attention 
“While Addressing Senate 
on Hepburn Measure, 


By Jos: Obl. 

Washington, March 29.—(Special.)— 
Senator Clay was the principal speaker 
upon the railroad rate bill today. The 
Georgia senator took strong stand in 
favor of stringent rate legislation, advo- 
cating the passage of the Hepburn Dill. 

If this is to be amended to make more 
clear its purposes, the shaping of these 
amendments must be carefully done, so 
thet the force of the rate bill shal] in 
novise be weakened. Senator Clay made 
clear his conviction that the bill should 
contain a restricted provision for judicial 
review in the interest of the preservation 
of the rights of all parties. 

Doubting as he does the _  constitu- 
tionality of Senator Bailey’s proposal 
that the law prohibit the courts from 
suspending the commission’s rates under 
any circumstances, he would favor in- 
corporating that provision upon the bill, 
but in a manner that would in nowise 
impair the rest of the measure should 
that particular section or paragraph be 
declared unconstitutional by the supreme 
court. 

If the Bailey amendment is not adopted, 
he would favor one providing that the 
courts shall not suspend the commission’s 
rates without notice and full hearing. 
During his speech he was frequently in-

CREAT STRIKE 
“SURE TO COME 
IN COAL FIELDS 


Indianapolis, March 29.—The |. joint 
meetings of the bituminous coal operat- 
ors and miners of the central competi- 
tive districts composed of western Penn- 
sylvania, Ohio, Indiana and INinois, and 
of Missouri, Kansas, Texas, Arkansas, 
Oklahoma and Indian Territory, reached 
a final disagreement today on the wage 
scale to go into effect at the expiration 
of the present scale on Avprl |, and the 
conference of the central district ada- 
journed sine die while the joint scale 
committee of the southwestern district 
decided to report a disagreement to the 
joint conference of that district tomor- 
row. It is expected that this conference 
will at once adjourn sine die, without an 
agreement. 

The action of the two conferences will 
directly cause the suspension from work 
after Saturday of 178,000 miners unless 
something unforseen like submission of 
the differences to arbitration should in- 
tervene and indirectly will affect 206,- 
000 or more miners, not including its 
effect on 150,000 miners in the anthra- 
cite field, who were tonight ordered to 
suspend work Monday. 

A national convention of the miners 
will be held tomorrow to decide wheth- 
er miners will, be allowed to sign the 
advance scale demanded by them and to- 
‘day refused by all the operators, with a 
few exceptions, aad go to work where 
the advance is offered. Operators em- 
ploying 25,000 miners in the central com- 
petitive fleld have openly offered to pay 
the advance during the joint conference 
sessions. 

The wage scale of all miners, 
anthracite and bituminous, will

September. A national official of 
United Mine Workers said tonight: 

‘It is a foregone conclusion that all 
the miners whose scales expire Saturday 
will cease work until officially notified by 
the national and district officers that 
contract arrangements have been made 
governing their scales.” 

The miners affected, directly. and indl- 
rectly, by the disruption of the confer- 
ences, exclusive of the anthracite dis- 
trict. number 384,500, distributed as fol-

It was his duty to look after the invest-

Senators in discussing legal phases of 
the question, and in this running debate 
the Georgian sustained’ his. contentions 
magnificently. 

Controversy Not Serious. 

Mr. Clay did not consider the principal 
point of controversy a serious one. He 
had heard charges that both the house 
‘and the Knox bills. were drawn in the 
interest of the railroad, but the facts, 
he declared, were convincing that such 
Was not the case. 

He then traced the history of the house 
bill, saying that it owed its origin to the 
interstate commerce commission and had 
“been accepted by the entire membership 
| Of the hose committee; republicans and 
democrats alike, and had passed the 
house with practical unanimity. 

The bill might not be perfect, but he 
Wag Satisfied that it had received only 
honest consideration. Soo, too, he was 
Satisfied that the Knox, the Tillman and 
Culberson bills had all been drawn in 
the interest of the people. He discussed 
the question of a court review of the or- 
ders of the interstate commerce commis- 
sion, saying that if under the house bill 


only was contested the carrier would be 
deprived of the right of contesting a rate 
fixed. Mr. Clay declared that if it was 
the intention to permit a review of the 
commission's finding the right should be 
conceded in the bill. 

“Why not say so directly in the bill 
and get over the controversy?’ he said. 

“I Believe that review ought to be per- 
mitted, but I believe that the review 
Ought to be confined to the question as 
to whether the rate fixed is constitu- 
tional. The court should not be author- 
ized to go into the whole case.” 

Favors Heview Amendment. 

Mr. Tillman and Mr. Fulton asked why, 
if the review privilege was to be con- 
‘fined to the constitutiona] privilege any 
}provision of the kind was necessary, and 
Mr. Clay replied that he would agree 
with them if there were nothing in the 
bill as it stands on the subjeet of re- 
view, but that in view of the text of‘the 
bill] he thought it should be amended so 
as to authorize the courts to say whether 
the rates fixed were confiscatory, 

Mr. Clay referred to the difference of 
opinion between eminent lawyers when 
the income tax measure was before con- 
gress,

TO INCREASE THE HEAD TAX. 


Many Changes in Proposed Immi- 
gration Laws Submitted to Senate. 
Washington, March 29.—Senator Dilling- 
ham today submitted the immigration 
laws. The changes made in the present 
law are numerous. The head tax on 
incoming aliens is increased from $2- to 
$5, and steamships are subject to fines 
of $100 for bringing to the United States 
any person prevented from entering by 
reason of afflictions of mind or body. 
The present law provides for such fihes 
only in case of. aliens afflicted with 
loathsome or contagious diseases. 

The bil] adds to the classes of aliens 
now excluded by law all imbeciles, feeble- 
minded persons who are mentally or 
physically defective, such defect being 
of a nature which may affect the immi- 
grant’s ability to earn a living, children 
under i'7 years unless accompanied by 
parents, and strengthens the provisions 
excluding polygamists, criminals and 
prostitutes.

Request of Secretary Hitchcock for 
Ten Thousand Granted, and Ten 
Thousand Added in Work of 
Catching Public Domain 
Thieves. 


Washington, March 29.—The house to- 
day adopted the conference report on the 
consular reform bill. 

April 10 was agreed upon when debate 
on the pure. food bill shall commence, 
to continue at least two days. 

Consideration of the legislative, execu- 
tive and judicial bill was resumed, and 
when an amendment was offered to the 
amount appropriated for traveling and 
other expenses of confidential agents of 
the department of the interior, Mr. Taw- 
ney, of Minnesota, said he was opposed 
to creating a secret service bureau for 
the interior department. 

Gaines After Land Thieves. 

Mr. Gaines, of Tennessee, said it was 
an outrage on the part of the appropria- 
tions committee not to give the secre- 
tary of the interior what he needed to 
carry on the work of “running down the 
wilderness of land thieves in the west.’’ 
Mr. Mann, of Illinois, said that the sec- 
retary of the interior had been most ac- 
tive in ferreting land frauds. He said 
(replying to an intimation of Mr. Taw- 
ney that Secretary Hitchcock had “Im- 
pulsively’’ asked for $10,000 when he 
needed $20,000): 

‘“Impulsively, with his blood as cold 
as a fish he could not impulsively re- 
duce his just needa. The secretary is 4 
cold-blooded man and it is through this 
very nature of his that he has kept 
the public domain robbed outright. No,

responsible if we do not give kim what 
he needs.”” :

The Afternoon Session. 

A. J. McBride, Atlanta, Ga., was the 
first speaker of the love feast that. start- 
| ed the afternoon session yesterday. Mr. 
McBride spoke of the hearty sympathy 
he had for this movement as an old 
confederate soldier. “I heard Corporal 
Tanner make much the same kind of @ 
talk he made here in Brooklyn several 
years ago. :I loved him ever since. The 
talk which he made in Atlanta is noth- 
ing new. Like General Gordon, he has 
been working for years to make the 
best of feeling and fellowship between 
Americans on both sides in the sixties. 
I think we have been most fortunate in 
having had him with us.” 

J. W. Emmons, an old union soldier 
from Waupaca, Wis.: “I have had much 
to do with southern men both during and 
since the war. I have been rooming 
for weeks with a colonel from Missis- 
sippi in Havana. We have talked over 
old times and the more we talked the 
more we found out that what was true 
of the men in the federal army was 
equally true of the men in the confed- 
erate army. It’s forty years since we 
stopped fighting. And the men who 
_fought hardest in the sixties have been 
loving hardest ever since. We, better 
than all others, knew the American man- 
hood on either side. And today we ad- 
mire each other as we fought each other 
in the war.”’ 

W. H. Harden, sergeant of the Sixty- 
third Georgia volunteers, of Fitzgerald: 

“I want to tell you how I. became re- 
constructed. It was at the last of the 
war and we were on the road to Macon,

GRAND JURY ASKS 


NEW INDICTMENTS 


Sensation in Court Caused 
by Jury Presentment 


Pensin Fraud Cases Nol Prossed 
by the Solicitor—Grand Jury As- 
tounded by Action, Calls on 
Court to Have New In- 
dictments Prepared. 


Columbia, S. C.. March 29.—(Special.)— 
The grand jury of Colleton county sprung 
a sensation in court at Waterloo this 
morning when the presentment was read 
as follows: 

“The grand jury was astounded when 
information reached it that certain cases, 
knOwWNn as the pension fraud cases, were 
nol prossed by the solicitor, but they 
are aware that such action is within the 


discretion of the prosecuting officer, and 


that they cannot interfere with such 
discretion. He has, however, given his 
reasons therefor as embodied in a letter 
from C. C. Henderson, Stobo J. E. Perry, 
B. C. Benton, J. T. Polk and W. B. 
Akerman. The grand jury is unable to 
fing from such letter that the parties as 
members of the county board of pen- 
sions for Colleton county, who signed 
such letter, have presented reasons suffi- 
clent for the abandonment of the 
charge of malfeasance in office, 
and names James W. Peurifoy, H. P. 
Padgett and L. G. Owens as meterial 
witnesses to prove the same. Until the 
conviction of the original parties accused 
of crime, they cannot be presénted for 
compounding a felony. They present C. 
W. Ulmer, H. M. Varn, G. J. Varn, 
Henry DuBois, alias Jubois, alias A. B. 
Varn, for fraudulent misappropriation of 
funds and forgery, as alleged in the in- 
dictments now of record ih ‘this county 
ang nolle prossed, and name as witnesses 
those named in the back of said indicte 
ment, and earnestly urge that new in- 
dictments be prepared against them. They 
regret that they have no legal grounds 
upon which to present the solicitor, but, 
as they see that he needs assistance to 
properly present the cases above re- 
ferred to they request the court that it 
may authorize the employment af some 
counsel, learned in the law, to aid him.’’

“TEST 10 BE MADE 
UN DEA BODIES 


Plea of Albert Patrick fs 
Granted, 


Condemned Man Contends That Em- 
balming Fluid and Not Chloro- 
form Was Responsible for the 
Condition of Rice’s 
Body. 


‘New York, ‘Aarch 29.—Four years afte, 
the date on which he was convicted of 
\the murder of William Marsh Rice, the 
Texas millignaire, Albert T. Patrick’s plea, 
that an actizaj] test be made to prove or 
disprove his contention that embalming 
fluid, and not chloroform, was the cause 
of the condition of Rice’s body, Was 
granted today. 

It was the office of District Attorney 
Jerome, and not the defense of Patrick, 
however, which has undertaken the In- 
vestigation. Several times during the 
years In which Patrick has fought his 
case with legal moves directed from the 
death chamber in the Sing Sing prison, 
the convicted man has begged of con- 
demned prisoners to allow his counsel to 
experiment on thelr bodies after death 
in order to disprove that Rice died from 


the application of chloroform, as Valet 
Jones testified, and to prove Patrick's 
allegation that Rice died or general de- 
bility. It was Patrick's contention that 
the embalming fluid, administered after 
Rice’s death produced and would produce 
in another case conditions such as phys- 
iclans, who testified in the case, ascribed 
to chloroform poisoning. 

It was announced from District At- 
torney Jerome's office today that the 
experiments to test Patrick's theory have 
been begun under the direction of that 
office. The two persons whose bodies are 
to be used, to either aid in giving 
Patrick his liberty or defeating his ef- 
forts to secure a new trial, are patients 
who died in the Metropolitan hospital a 
few days ago and the disposition of 
whose bodies was under the control of 
Dr. Louis Schultz, of the charities de- 
partment of the city, who assigned them 
to that use. They were Luigi Carabotti, 
aged 56 years, and Rachael Williams, a 
colored woman, who was 70 years of 
age at her death. One was older and the 
other younger than Rice. Their bodies 
will be embalmed with the same sort of 
fluiq which was used in  Rice’s case.
